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Across the top of the double tank is a 
strip of wood, by which the group of elec- 
trodes is supported in the solution to be 
decom posed. 

The inner and outer tanks are filled by 
means of pipes, and are emptied, the outer 
by means of an overflow, 0, and the inner by 
a pipe in the bottom, which is closed by a 
valve, g, controlled by a lever which is 
reached from the platform. This dis- 
charge pipe does not connect direct with 
the pipe 4 leading to the pumps, the 
metal connection being broken, and the 
solution being allowed to drop into the 
lower pipe 4, the opening of which is pro- 
vided with a funnel-shaped mouth. ‘The 
anode or positive plate, as will be seen by 
a reference to Fig. 3, is somewhat of the 


In operation, the brine, which is an 11° B. 
solution, is allowed to flow from the pipe 4 in- 
to the inner tank, while cold water is allowed 
to flow into the outer tank from the pipe m. 
The electrodes are put in position, the con- 
nections made and the current of 450 am- 
peres, 135 volts, turned on. In four hours 
the operation is completed, the inner tanks 
are discharged, and their contents pumped 
into a large storage reservoir; they are 
then refilled and the operation repeated. 
The water in the outer tank is solely for 
cooling purposes. There is no danger of 
the positive plates being acted on in any 
manner, as the current is’ kept well within 
the safety point. The electrolyzer is at all 
times cool. The plates do not deteriorate 
at all. Those which have been in work for 


working of the plant, and the Duncan 
Company is arranging to install a new 
plant just four times the size of the present 
one, in which electrodes for a 2,000-am- 
pere current will be used. The question 
of wear and tear is very decidedly in favor 
of the electrical-bleach plant, it being in 
that a very small item. 

Does the electrically bleached pulp work 
in paper any different from pulp bleached 
in the ordinary way? Superintendent 
Dunéan says that if anything it works bet- 
ter, and the paper made of. electrically 
bleached pulp is preferable and more to be 
desired by the printer.

Electrical Bleaching. 


A PLANT IN SuccessFUL OPERATION AT THE 
MILL oF THE Duncan ComPANyY. 













Many years of thought and labor and 
very many thousands of dollars have been 
expended in an endeavor to produce for use 
in the paper industry a system of electrical 
bleaching which, while effective in its re- 
sults, could be operated at a price which 
would be satisfactory. Theoretically the 
production of a bleaching agent by the 
electrolysis of salt water has long been 
known, and so far as laboratory practice is 
concerned is not anything new, but the pro- 
duction of such an agent on an economic 
plan, which would allow of its use in every- 
day practical work, is new, and the Duncan 
Company, of Mechanicsville, N. Y., believes 
that it is first to demonstrate that an elec- 
trical bleaching plant is not only a desir- 
able but a necessary part of a modern pa- 
per mill. Such a plant is now a regular 
department of the Duncan mill, and day 
after day it is proving that the confidence 
of its creators was not misplaced. It has 
been in operation for some months, and the 
results are in every way satisfactory. 
Watched closely day after day, week after 
week and month after month, the data be- 
ing carefully tabulated, it has done its wor 
in amanner which for uniformity and econ- 
omy leaves little to be desired.

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entee’s men, but when left to the unskilled 
help of the mill was not a commercial suc- 
cess. Heretofore in almost all instances 
the effort has been to produce the bleach- 
ing agent and to bleach the stock at the 
same time. 

John C. Duncan, the keen-witted superin- 
tendent of the Duncan Company, saw the 
fallacy of such a proceeding, and he changed 
the method of constructing the plant en- 
tirely. He believed that the electrical 
bleach room should be a separate depart- 
ment of the mill, just as much as are all the 
ordinary well-known departments. Follow- 
ing out this line of reasoning he built the 
present electrical-bleach plant, which under

When one inspects the plant almost the 
first point which attracts attention is its ex- 
treme simplicity, and therein is one of its 
strong features. Tothe casual observer the 
electrical-bleach room is a good deal like

mechanism to sound its own merits, and 
the odor is so faint as to be scarcely per- 


any other mill room. 


ceptible. 


The reason for the absence of odor is ow- 
ing to the fact that while in former efforts 
electrolysis has taken place at the surface 
of the solution, allowing the gases to escape 


into the air, in this plant the plates are well 
submerged and the electrolysis takes place 


far beneath the surface, the gases being 


absorbed. 

The electrical-bleach plant which is the 
subject of this article~as it stands to-day 
consists of twenty-four tanks, each with a 
capacity of 51 gallons, and each containing 
a group of twenty-one electrodes, by means 
of which the salt solution is electrolyzed. 
These tanks are placed in two rows, twelve 
on a side, being elevated several feet from 
the floor and having between them a plat- 
form reached by steps. 

In the accompanying diagrams Figure 1 is 
a plan of a set of two tanks as seen from 
the top; Fig. 2 is a side sectional view of 
the same two tanks, and Fig. 3 is an end 
sectional view of one tank. Each tank is 
of course the counterpart of its fellows in 
construction. 

The exterior tank is of wood, is 4 feet 
long by 8 feet wide, and is 2 feet deep. 
Across the bottom on the inside are placed 
slats of wood, and on these rest the inside 
tank, which is made of sheet lead. It is 8 
feet long by 2 feet wide and 18 inches in 
depth, 















shape of a broad spade, and is a footin, 


width at the bottom and across the 
shoulders, and 14 inches high at its 
highest point. Itis a lead frame, covered 
at the top with polished and beneath the 
shoulders with unpolished hard rubber, 
while the window-like openings are occu- 
pied by sheets of an alloy of platinum and 
iridium, and while only three of these are 
shown in the diagram the anodes now in 
use have four plates of this alloy, each 
2% inches by 2 inches. This positive 
plate is submerged in the solution up to 
a level of the top line of the shoulders. 

The cathode or negative plate resembles 
a large L, the upright being 14 inches high 
and 8 inches wide, and the horizonal 12 
inches long and 4 inches wide, there being 
on the sides of the upright two recesses to 
enable the clamps which bind the cathodes 
together to fit in place. This cathode or 
negative plate is made of zinc. 

These plates, both positive and negative, 
are fitted up in series, there being ten of 
the former and eleven of the latter in each 
group. These two series are clamped to- 
gether in a group across the wooden strip 
on top of the tank, the clamps running in 
both directions, not only holding the plates 
but the series together. The positive 
terminal of the dynamo is connected with 
the anode and the negative terminal with 
the cathode, or in a series of tanks the con- 
ductor from the negative series of one tank 
leads to the positive series of the next, and 
so through the whole number. 

The tanks do not touch each other, and 
they rest on insulators, while even the 
levers which control the discharges from 
the tanks are insulated, and the discharge 
pipe connection is broken, so that in every 
way the loss of current through leakage is 
guarded against. 


four months, and of that over two months 
night and day, are untouched, while the 
small quantity of oxide of lead which ac- 
cumulates at the bottom of the tanks will be 
prevented in the new plant to be erected by 
lining the tanks and pipes with glass or 
porcelain, a point which is fully covered by 
the patents. 

The chlorine solution is pumped into its 
storage tank, and from there it is taken 
direct to the bleaching engine as required. 
Two engines have been working side by 
side for months, one carrying stock which 
is being bleached by the solution from the 
electrical bleach-room, and the other stock 
bleached by ordinary bleaching powder. 

And now as tothe economic results. The 
main question is can this operation be car- 
ried on so as to show a saving. In labora- 
tory practice, where everything is perfect, 
the electrolyzing of salt water produces 
20.42 grains of chlorine per ampere per 
hour. At the mill of the Duncan Company, 
in practical work, there has been realized 
15 grains per ampere per hour. 

The figures show a saving of over 60 per 
cent. in the working of electrical bleach as 
compared with the old chloride of lime proc- 
ess, and this result was attained with the 
present plant, where the labor account is 
burdensome as compared with the larger 
plant which the company is arranging to 
erect. This result was gotten from 240 
electrodes, 450 amperes, 135 volts, in 24 
tanks, with 10 electrodes per tank, running 
twenty-four hours per day, based on six 
days’ work, there being an exposed surface 
of 54.8 square inches per electrode, or an 
aggregate exposed surface of 13,152 square 
inches. The two systems have worked side 
by side and the most careful figures have 
been kept. 

No difficulties have developed in the 





paper sent to the finisher or to the broken 
pile; but I do advocate keeping an ac- 
curate account of each and every item, both 
of stock and repairs, that goes into not 
only the machine room but the whole mill 
as well. 

Take felts, for instance. How many mill 
superintendents can tell, even after refer- 
ence to the books, just what kind of serv- 
ice they received from each felt? Perhaps 
they may recollect that one felt lasted a long 
time, while another gave out quickly, but 
just who made each felt noted above and 
the length of time it lasted, why it gave 
out, etc., is information that can be ob- 
tained only from memory. 

Procure a small blank book and mark it 
‘** Felts and Wires,” and enter in that book 
every bit of information regarding each 
felt or wire that comes into the mill. Do 
not be satisfied with entering, as I once 
saw entered in an apology for a felt book, 
the single item : 

Mar. 6, 1893—Bot. 90-inch felt 24 feet long, of 


Wool & Co. 
May 7, 1893—Above felt wore out. 


Such an entry is very unsatisfactory. 
Begin when the felt is ordered ; then you 
will know how long you have to wait fora 
felt after it has been ordered. 

Enter as above, the date of ordering, 
name of maker, then width, length, thick- 
ness or weight of fabric. Enter, also, when 
the félt was received, when put on, and the 
impressions received of the character of the 
felt when it was put on. Have condition of 
that felt noted two or three times during its 
life, stating when visible wear showed it- 
self, together with such other data as may 
be suggested. Leave a couple of lines for 
final entry, and order a new felt in time, 
entering this order in its place in our felt 
book, 

When the felt is taken off, the record is 
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complete with an entry of that fact, and by 
reference at any time to the book it may 
be seen just how that felt behaved. The 
same should be done with each wire. The 
canvas dryer felt is also to be booked, but 
in a separate part of the records. 

Any accidents that may befall the felts or 
wires should be carefully recorded for fu- 
ture reference. It will probably be re- 
marked : ‘ All this is very fine, but who is 
going to do all this bookkeeping?” That 
question is easily answered, ‘‘ Do it your- 
self.” You cannot earn money for the 
company to better advantage. Ordinary 
bookkeeping can be left to the office force, 
but these little books in your desk should 
receive your own personal attention. 

You know at the time when felts are or- 
dered. Record it, or make a memorandum 
for future record in the book for that pur- 
pose, but bear in mind that the actual re- 
cord, made at the time, is much better than 
the loose memorandum which may get mis- 
laid, and probably will. 

Not only should the principle noted above 
be applied to felts and wires, but it should 
be applied to every branch of work in the 
whole mill. There are two great classes of 
help in a mill, viz.: the productive and the 


non productive. 

To the first class belongs the superin- 
tendent, the foreman, office force, repair 
gang, watchman, engineers, firemen, etc., 
although it is an open question whether 
these men should be in one or the 
other division. enter upon 
a slip of paper the time he works each day, 
together with the amount of stock or sup- 
plies drawn for such work. Let the time 
keeper take care of the slips each day, and 
enter in a book, against each man’s name, 
and under the department in which he is 
employed, the number of hours he thus 
works. Each page of the book may be 
ruled to accommodate a man for a week or 
a month, according to the method of paying. 
Then by adding the vertical columns the 
amount of time to be charged to each de- 
partment will become apparent. By adding 
the horizontal figures the time to be given 
each man will be found. 

In a future article, entitled ‘ Paper- 
Mill Bookkeeping,” the writer hopes to give 
in full a method of keeping paper-mill 
accounts which works extremely well in 
practice, and which includes the method 
noted above, giving illustrations of the 
slips, book rulings, etc 

But the bookkeeping here noted is in- 
tended solely forthe machine room, and to 
note more perfectly the expense of supplies 
for that department of the mill, for there 
will be a waste there unless it is very care- 
fully watched all the time. It is a very 
good idea to place all supplies in a store- 
room, and make some man responsible for 
them, taking his receipt for all stores de- 
livered to him, he in turn taking orders 
signed by the foreman of each department 
whenever anything is issued. 

Any deficiency occurring in the store- 
room should be made good from the salary 
of the storekeeper. This puts an effective 
check upon the petty stealing sometimes 
practiced by ,employees, which costs any 
large company many hundreds of dollars 
annually. 

The lamps, chimneys, wicks, brooms, 
lanterns, dust pans, shovels, paints, nails, 
screws, etc., are articles all mills have use 
for, and they disappear very freely unless 
so accounted for by some system of “ red 
tape" that theycannot be carried away 
without some one having been made so re- 
sponsible for them that they must be paid 
for. 

Take, for instance, so simple an article as 
a broom. I have in and around a single ma- 
chine room counted up over twenty brooms 
in all stages of wear. When the storeroom 
is open at will to the machine tenders, it is 
found much easier to get new brooms than 
totake care of old ones; hence the lavish 
distribution noted above. 

In the matter of brooms it is only neces- 
sary to give orders to the storekeeper that 
the machine room isto be allowed a cer-

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tain number of brooms at one time, rang- 
ing from three for a one-machine room to 
the number found necessary in a large con- 
cern. Then, also, let orders be enforced 
that no man is to have a broom unless he 
brings back an old one with handle at- 
tached. This very quickly stops the broom 
waste in a paper-mill machine room. 

It is the same with other small findings. 
If a couple of washers are needed, the back 
tender is sent to the shop for some and 
comes back with a handful. Of these two 
are used, one thrown at a stray dog and the 
balance tossed into a corner of the machine 
room, where you can see them any day in 
your mill, together with some assorted 
(rusty) lag screws, three kinds of nails, a 1- 
inch globe valve, and three used-up cold 
chisels. 

Altogether there is $1 worth of material 
going to rust and waste in this one corner, 
which could have been prevented by a little 
machine-room bookkeeping. Look around 
your entire plant and see how many cor- 
ners it has occupied as above. Even if the 
building were perfectly round you could 
find fifty such corners in it. And they cor- 
ner the profits worse than Wall street does. 

Let all the material be obtained from the 
repair shop only upon signed requisition, 
and then let it be charged up against the 
department to which it is issued. This will 
give you an opportunity to see just how 
much material goes to each department, 
and it will also open the eyes of some fore- 
men, who have not the least idea that they 
are wasting many dollars’ worth of ma- 
terial every year, just from a careless 


habit. ,

FOX RIVER VALLEY. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


APPLETON, Wis., May 25, 1897. 

If the truth must be told, matters in the 
paper trade inthis valley during the past 
week have been rather uneventful. Acare- 
ful canvas of the Twin Cities, as Neenah 
and Menasha are called, failed to develop 
the succulent morsels of news which can 
usually be relied upon to be awaiting un- 
covering there. It seemed to be the gen- 
eral verdict that business was bad and that 
the life of the paper manufacturer, like that 
of the policeman, was not a happy one. 
Prices all the time have been most unsatis- 
factory, but now orders also have fallen off 
considerably. The mills are still going at 
about the usual rate, and the quantity of 
paper going on the market is little dimin- 
ished. In view of all these circumstances, 
your correspondent heard some little talk 
about the project of a shutdown to be car- 
ried out in the near future. All the man- 
ufacturers agreed that it would be a good 
thing, but some of them seemed to fear 
that it could not be arranged. One Neenah 
manufacturer assured your correspondent 
that a meeting in relation to the matter 
was to be called in the near future, to be 
held in Neenah.

be necessary to make any restriction of the 
water used for power for some time to 
come. Usually at about this time short 
water power has commenced to strengthen

There are no developments regarding the 
proposed shutdown of the fine mills worth 
mentioning, and it looks just now as if the 
only general shutting down will be for the 
few days in the immediate vicinity of 
July 4. 

The same arguments, pro and con, re- 
garding this matter are still in force, and 
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will continue to be unless there is a radical 
change in the situation very soon. 

Some think that there is less opposition 
to such a plan than there was a few weeks 
ago, but the sentiment in favor of a thirty 
days’ shutdown is not strong enough at 
present to carry it through. 

In order to succeed in such an undertak- 
ing the fine mills not only of Holyoke but 
of the country must unite in the agreement, 
and in this way the product would be 
greatly reduced. 

Some of the mills have already been 
doing some independent shutting down for 
short periods. The manufacturing depart- 
ment of the Massasoit Paper Company was 
shut down the latter part of last week and 
for a day or two the present week. The 
Beebe & Holbrook mill has also been run- 
ning on short time lately and may continue 
to do so for a time yet. The Riverside 
Paper Company has also been more or less 
affected by dull business. 

The condition of business this week has 
not changed much, if any. Orders are slack 
in some quarters, and in others there is a 
medium supply, but more of the mills are 
overburdened with calls for finished goods, 

The volume of trade seems to be pretty 
well divided among the various grades, but 
there is a feeling of uncertainty all through 
the trade. 

The stock market is exceedingly quiet, 
and the sales are reported as few and far 
between. There is very little doing in for- 
eign rags, and domestics are not much bet- 
ter off.

Prices in the paper lines have been 
and are now very low—too low in fact 
to be remunerative. Among others 
who have realized this are the manu- 
facturers of butcher's manilla, who, it 
is reported, have agreed on the prop- 
er prices to be paid by purchasers. 
That is to say some of them have 
agreed, for it is alleged that at least 
one manufacturer declines to agree, 
and says that he proposes to make his 
own prices for his product. That 
ought to make it interesting all around. 


Our Washington correspondent this 
week gives very fully the discussion in 
the Senate in regard to the proposed 
duty on alum clay and bleaching pow- 
der, presenting in the latter case the 
petitions in advocacy of it. As the 
matter at present stands consumers of 
bleaching powder have to pay for their 
bleach, a manufactured article, just 
whatever price an immense foreign 
trust may choose to fix. There are sev- 
eral concerns in this country which 
are prepared to enter upon the manu- 
facture of bleach provided they are 
properly protected, so that they can 
have at least a fair chance in their 
own market. Should they start in the 
new enterprise without that protection 
they would simply be crushed out of 
existence by the English corpora- 
tion, and it is no more than com- 
mon, ordinary justice that they 
should have the protection asked. If 
by that protection they can success 
fully manufacture bleaching powder 
here, the American paper and pulp 
manufacturer will have gained a point, 
for he will not only have at his own 
door one of his raw materials for which 
he now pays tribute to a foreigner, 
but he will have it at a less price, for 
the competition among domestic mak- 
ers will keep the prices lower than 
that arbitrarily named by one pro- 
ducer, who now enjoys an almost 
clear monopoly. ‘There should be im- 
posed a duty which should be sufficient 
to allow of the manufacture of the 
article in this country, so that the 
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money now expended for the pur- 
chases in this line could go in great 
part as wages to American workmen. 


In the suit brought bya Philadelphia 
firm of wall paper stainers against 
the National Wall Paper Company, 
whereby they sought to have its 
charter revoked, on the ground that its 
stock had been improperly issued for 
the good will of the firms and com- 
panies which it absorbed, and to have 
the company restrained from paying 
interest on the $8,000,000 of debenture 
stock, on the ground that the company 
should not pay it so long as its capital 
was impaired or the interest unearned, 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals has just rendered a decision 
which is of much interest. It appears 
that the plaintiffs are a part of the Na- 
tional Wall Paper Company, having sold 
out their business to it. The court in 
its decision holds first that good will is 
a property for which stock may prop- 
erly be issued, but it also saysin its de- 
cision that, whether that be so or not, 
the complainants should not be heard 
to complain either that the stock was 
over issued or that there was over val- 
uation, inasmuch as they participated 
in the entire transaction. Outside of 
any legal question involved, it would 
not appear to be at all fair that one 
should take part in a transaction pre- 
sumably knowing all about it, and 
when it had resulted in a way not sat- 
isfactory should then be entitled to 
complain of having been wronged. A 
man having made an agreement which, 
so far as is shown, is decided to be en- 
tirely legal, should by all means be ob- 
ligated to abide by it. It certainly 
would not accord with public policy to 
have it otherwise. 


ELECTRICAL BLEACHING. 


On the first page of this issue will be 
found a description of an electrical 
bleaching process which is now in- 
stalled in one of the leading book mills 
of the country, the description being 
accompanied by a diagram showing 
the style of construction. Electrical 
bleaching is an old-time subject which 
has occupied the attention of experts 
from almost the beginning of the cen- 
tury, and much time and money have 
been expended in efforts to reduce it 
to acommercial basis. For years the 
attainment of this end has been onlya 
hope, and most of the methods brought 
forward have been so expensive as to 
bar them from an economic point of 
view. It now seems to be a reality. 

The process which is in operation at 
the mill of the Duncan Company is 
that invented and patented by Albert 
E. Woolf. It is extremely simple, its 
construction is inexpensive, its main- 
tenance is decidedly economic, and in 
its operation there is such a saving 
effected as to direct to it the attention 
of every progressive manufacturer. 

The plant described is not a mere 
toy. It is asubstantial working entity, 
operated in competition with the 
chloride of lime process in the same 
mill, and for over four months it has 
been furnishing each day solution 
sufficient in quantity and quality to 
bleach 4 tons of sulphite fibre, bring- 
ing it to a very high standard of color. 
It has done this not by fits and starts, 
but regularly day after day, and month 
after month, the results being strik- 
ingly uniform. 

Heretofore in this line of work there 
has been attempted, in one operation, 
not only the production of the bleach- 
ing agent but the bleaching of the 
stock itself. This plant produces only 
the bleaching agent, and is to the mill 
proper just what all of the various 
other departments are. The economy 
it has wrought is marked, and the fig- 
ures of actual work show a saving of 
over 60 per cent. as compared with the 
cost of bleaching by the chloride of 
lime process, and that, too, under con- 
ditions which are not favorable: for 
the reason that there is charged 
against the plant labor sufficient to 
run a very much larger equipment. 
This is a matter of very live interest 
to every paper mill in which bleaching 
is used. 

The present installation was con- 
structed and has been operated by the 
regular officers and help of the mill, 
and because of that fact its possibili- 
ties stand out in much stronger relief 
than they otherwise would. 

Experts who have examined it have 
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expressed their astonishment at its 
work, and have not been able to deny 
that it does all that is claimed for it. 

If it shall prove to be the solution of 
the electrical bleaching question, its 
inventor and those who have put his 
invention in practical successful work 
will have taken a great step forward, 
which will undoubtedly be for the 
benefit of the whole trade.

A few days ago he received 
a letter from a customer to which he dic- 
tated a reply saying, among other things,

ceived a snappy letter from his customer 
saying that he did not understand the use 
of slang in a business communication and 
he would close the account.

BELLOWS FALLS, VT., May 27, 1807. 

Leaving Boston, my base of supplies, two 
days ago I find myself this bright Thursday 
afternoon at Town's Hotel, Bellows Falls, 
Vt., just 114 miles away from the Parker 
House. 

Stopping en route at Fitchburg, Mass., I 
spent Wednesday in seeing the managing 
representatives of the various industries 
there located, but the paper manufacturers 
of that city and those whose interests are 
closely associated with the paper mills had 
very little of an encouraging nature to 
report. 

Concerning the paper-manufacturing in- 
dustry itself, as reflected by the mills at 
Fitchburg, reports are in keeping with gen- 
eral trade conditions, which vary somewhat 
from week to week. 

The screen-plate manufacturing business 
at Fitchburg, and there are five concerns 
there engaged in that special line —or 
rather, are so engaged when orders are to 
be filled—is so quiet that the shops are al- 
most idle. Hardy & Pinder, the leading 
screen-plate manufacturers of the city, said 
that they never before experienced such a 
dull season. A. A. Train, another manu- 
facturer of screen plates, and one quite 
widely known to the trade, expressed the 
same opinion. The cause of the falling off 
in this business is not altogether due to the 
depression in the paper and pulp business, 
but to the fact that so many of the large 
mills have fitted up shops for the cutting of 
their own plates. Such practice is confined 
mostly, however, to mills located far away 
from the places where screen-plate manu- 
facturers carry on their business, It would 
seem only natural, all things being 
even, that users of screen plates would 
order from manufacturers doing business 
in their own towns, but such is not always 
the case, and possibly because all things 
are noteven. That thought is brought to 
mind byahan some booklet just issued by 


Hardy & Pinder, which contains nearly |

DiscussiON OF THE ProposepD DuvuTIES ON 
Aum CLay AND BLEACHING PowDeERr. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 27, 1897. 


In the discussion of the tariff in the Sen- 
ate yesterday Senator Cannon, of Utah, 
offered an amendment placing a duty on 
alum clay of one-half of one cent per pound. 
The senator stated that his reason for offer- 
ing this amendment that was very large de- 
posits of this clay, which is used in paper 
manufacturing, are found in various parts of 
the United States, principally Texas, Utah 
and the.Rocky Mountain district generally; 
and he thought that a duty of the amount 
named would enable the producers to place 
this clay on the market. 

Senator Gray took the floor in behalf of 
paper manufacturers, and said that he 
would like to know something about the 
cost of alum clay. He said that paper 
manufacturers in his own State had writ- 
ten to him in regard to the matter, stating 
that it was a very important item in their 
industry, and he insisted upon having a 
reason for the imposition of this tax. 

Mr. Cannon admitted that it was for the 
purpose of fostering an infant industry, 
and when further pressed was forced to 
admit that it was an industry as yet un- 
born. He stated that it would be born if it 
received proper encouragement from Con- 
gress. When an effort was made by both 
sides of the House to obtain any statistical 
information with reference to the matter 
it was found that nothing definite could be 
produced ; neither by Senator Gray, as to 
what kinds or quality of paper this alum 
clay was used for, nor by Senator Cannon 
as to the price of alum clay at the present 


time and its probable cost of production, 
and the motion was withdrawn for the 
time, but will be brought up again as soon 
as the desired information is available. 
Senator White has laid before the Senate 
a group of tables prepared under the direc- 
tion of the minority members of the Finance 
Committee, in which he shows the ad valo- 
rem duties that will be paid should the 
Senate bill go in force. Under paragraph 
393 itis estimated that pulp, papers, and 
books, also papers known commercially as 
copying paper, etc., will be subject to a 
duty of 51.28 per cent. ad valorem. It ises- 
timated that by the ad valorem rate of duty 
on goods included in paragraph 398, pulp, 
paper, books, and playing cards, will pay a 
duty of 200 per centum ad valorem. 
PROPOSED DUTY ON BLEACHING POWDER. 


The proposed duty of one-fourth of one 
cent per pound on bleaching powder or 
chloride of lime was the incentive to an 
animated discussion on the parts of Sena- 
tors Gray, Aldrich, Gallinger and others. 
Senator Gray, in opposition to the para- 
graph, said: ‘‘ Bleaching powder, or chlo- 
ride of lime, is a material very extensively 
used. It is one of the most important and 
essential materials in the manufacture of 
paper and paper pulp. The pulp makers of 
the United States, who make the raw ma- 
terial, so to speak, for the paper manufac- 
turers, depend entirely upon chloride of lime 
as a bleaching powder. It was free under 
the McKinley act, and it is free under the 
present law. 

*‘It is pretty well known that the paper 
manufacturers of this country, through the 
tremendous development of their industry 
and the competition which it has created, 
and for other reasons, are now in a very 
depressed state. They are making, I am 
told by those in my own State engaged in 
the business, and who ought to know, no 


momentum of their great concerns, in or- 
der to keep their labor together and not 
scattered, hoping for better 
times. This would be a very cruel 
blow to the industry. It would be 
a burden that they ought not to be 
called upon to bear, and I do not be- 
lieve that there is any sufficient reason or 
any ground whatever, whether a man be- 
lieves in protection or free trade, why an 
industry employing thousands of laborers 
and so essential to the civilization of the 
country and the world as is that of paper 
making should be burdened in this way. 
I hope that the Senate will not feel that it 
is necessary to put this isolated article upon 
the dutiable list, entering as it does into 
so important an industry, and an industry 
which is so widely diffused over the coun- 
try. There is hardly a State in the country 
that has not a pulp mill. I know that in 
my own State (Delaware) it is a very im- 
portant industry. I know that in the State 
of Pennsylvania, in all portions where 
poplar is found, it is a very widespread 
enterprise and is pursued with a great deal 
of assiduity, and heretofore has been a 
profitable and flourishing industry. At the 
present time it is not in asituation to bear 
the additional burden, and I beg that the 
burden may not be placed upon it. It 
seems like a wanton exercise of our power 
for purposes of taxation or protection or 
what not, so as to burden this very impor- 
tant and worthy class of our community. 
‘‘Iam informed that it is very hard to 
manufacture chloride of lime in this coun- 
try; that there are climatic reasons which 
make it not a profitable industry in this 
country, and it cannot be made so without 
this support from the Government. I think 
our paper makers ought to have access to 
the natural sources of supply and not be 
compelled to build up an industry that does 


have it 


profit at all, but are getting along by the | not naturally belong to our soil and that is 


driven from it naturally by the dryness of 
our climate and other reasons. I do not 
think the people ought to be called upon to 
make it profitable, and make it a tax and a 
burden for that purpose on the paper man- 
ufacturers and through them indirectly on 
the whole people.” 

Senator Aldrich said in opposition that 


the United States consumes annually about }. 


$2,000,000 worth ef bleaching powder. It 
is practically supplied by one concern, the 
United Alkali Company, of Great Britain. 
Although a manufactured product it is 
upon the free list. This fact has allowed 
the United Alkali Company to monopolize 
the American market. The elements that 
enter into this product are salt and lime, 
which are found in vast quantities through- 
out the United States, and in many in- 
stances in juxtaposition to each other. He 
stated that there was no climatic or any 
other reason why bleaching powder should 
not be made in the United States ; that it is 
successfully made to-day by a newly dis- 
covered process, by which electric power is 
used in the treatment of the salt instead of 
the old process, which was entirely differ- 
ent. By this process, which is a very sim- 
ple one, the brine is run over mercury, 
and electricity is run through the brine, 
producing the chlorine gas which is taken 
up in the lime deposits in another part of 
the apparatus, and the resultant product 
runs off as soda ash almost entirely pure, it 
being a process which produces bleaching 
powder much more successfully and more 
cheaply than it has ever been produced be- 
fore by any other process. 

Senator Gray remarked that the protec- 
tion of a patent should be sufficient and 
that it would not be necessary in addition 
to that toask protection from Congress. 

Senator Aldrich maintained that the 
patents are not owned by the same people 
in Great Britain, Germany, Belgium and 





the United States. The American com- 
pany which undertakes to work that proc- 
ess and useit here is obliged to contend 
with the United Alkali Company, which 
controls the patents in Great Britain and 
makes bleaching powder not alone by this 
process but by other processes, and it had 
cheaper labor and cheaper materials, 
cheaper salt and cheaper limestone, on ac- 
count of the difference in labor between the 
two countries. So far as the paper makers 
and the pulp makers who we this material 
very largely are concerned, they are all, or 
substantially al!, so far as he was aware, 
agreed that it would be a good thing to 
place this article on the dutiable list. They 
believe that with the result which has been 
attained in ‘the manufacture of soda ash, 
which is a substance somewhat analogous, 
being also made from salt, the price of the 
product and the article in the United 
States would be reduced by American 
competition. He thought it was absolutely 
safe to assume that within five years we 
shall be making the entire amount of 
bleaching powder that is used in the 
United States, and that it would be sold at 
a very much less price than when it is 
all imported from one concern. 

Senator Gallinger called attention to 
some letters that he had received on the 
same subject and at the same time took 
occasion to say that he sympathized pro- 
foundly with anything that concerns either 
the industry of wood pulp or paper manu- 
facture, because his immediate constit- 
uency was immediately interested in both 
those processes. Yet, he stated, the infor- 
mation that he was possessed of seemed to 
overcome any objection that he might have 
to the imposition of an added burden, 
should it prove to be such, upon the manu- 
facturers of paper in his State or in his 
community. One letter was from Charles 
L. Parsons, professor of chemistry of the

The Senator stated further that so faras the 
paper interests of his State were concerned, 
he had received only one suggestion in re- 
gard to the matter. One paper manufactur- 
er had said, incidentally, in a privateletter 
that he thought there ought not to be a 
duty imposed upon bleach. He stated that 
he thought it must be gratifying to the 
Senator from Delaware to believe that 
under the proposed law the paper interests 
of the country would be somewhat better 
taken care of than they are under the exist- 
ing law,and that if this bill is passed, 
while a little harm might be done in impos- 
ing this duty, they will very likely be more 
than compensated so far as their own pro- 
duct is concerned.

During the past yearand a half we have 
been perfecting a process for the manufacture of 
bleaching powder, and now that we have accom- 
plished our object we are ready to start a $500,000 
plant for manufacturing on a large scale. 

In order to secure some protection from the 
Uhited Alkali Company of Great Britain, who, 
having a capital of $35,000,000, now control the 
market and supply nearly all that is used in this 
country, we ask for a tariff of one-half a cent per 
pound. 


The petition is as follows : 


The United States consumes yearly about 
$2,000,000 worth of chloride of lime or bleaching 
powder. It is practically all imported from the 
United Alkali Company of Great Britain, although 
small amounts have been received from the con- 
tinent of Europe. None is made in the United 
States on a commercial scale, so far as we are 
aware, although one company at Erie, Pa., placed 
considerable amounts on the markets, but failed 
aftera short existence. There are a number of 
firms, however, who are operating exgeriqental 
works 

This manufacture is of such a nature that it can- 
not be profitably conducted upon a small scale. 
Capital is unwilling to invest large amounts on 
even terms with the United Alkali Company of 
Great Brit sin with its $35,000,000 of capital, as they 
fear that a new company would be crushed before

it became established, by the sheer force of im- 
mense capital, long experience anda control of the 
present market, as was the tin industry crushed 
by Welsh combinations on three different occa- 
sions, according to Senator Burrows, until suffi- 
cient tariff had been placed upon tin, so that

wages to American workmen and receive a fair 
profit under the beneficent working of the McKin-

In the almost exactly parallel case of soda ash 
manufacture there was no headway made in man- 
ufacturing it in this country until a protective 
tariff was placed upon it, and now American com- 
petition has lowered the price in England. On 
November 6, 1896, the chairman of the Society of 
Chemical Industry, of Great Britain, in his annual 
address said: ‘* What I do fear is the coming compe- 
ittion with that remarkable race of English-speak- 
ing people, the Americans. America has made 
wonderful progress during the last quarter of a 
century, in mechanical devices mainly, but she is 
now turning her hand to chemicals, and a sad mess 
she has already made with English prices.” 

We have an improved method of manufacture, 
and propose to invest $500,000 immediately, and 
enough more later to supply the entire United 
States demand, if we can be protected for a few 
years until we are well established. A duty of 1 
cent per pound for five years and one-half cent for 
the following five years would bs necessary in our 
opinion to place this industry where there would 
be no danger of foreign competition in an open 
market 

We wish to particularly callattention to the fact 
that soda ash has with protection - continually 
fallen in price, while bleach has been on the free 
list, and the price to-day, while lower than one or 
two years ago, is not as low as it was six years 
ago, and the general tendency during the past ten 
years has not been to make any marked reduction 
in price. With the protection asked we would be 
able Witimately to save to the country about 
$2,000 000 now spent abroad for bleach. If granted 
this protection we will immediately invest §W0,000 
of American capital now lying idle. We will 
necessarily employ a large number of American 
workmen at remunerative wages, who are now 
out of work, or at least receiving very small 
wages during the present depressed condition of 
trade. 

We will consume annually in this initial plant 
alone, after completion, 21,000 tons of coal, 3,700 
tons of lime, 75,000 barrels of salt, as well as quanti- 
the ties of other supplies. All the labor employed on 
production of these supplies will be in addition to 
that now employed, and will in no case be sup- 
planting one kind of American labor for another. 

To-day every enterprise in America using 
bleach 1s dependent upona foreign trust. With 
a tariff you will make it dependent upon American 
capital and labor instead. Even the paper from 











which you read and upon which you write to-day 
depends upon an English industry to whiten its 
pages. So well has that English syndicate mas'- 
tered the situation that, unlessa tariff protective in 
its features is placed upon the product, it is ques- 
tionable if even American enterprise can hope to 
cope with them. We earnestly hope that the 
committee will find it compatible with the best 
interests of the country to grant our prayers. 
The matter was allowed to pass over for

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The Decay of Moist Wood Pulp.

I have handled wood pulps which con- 
tained large quantities of bacteria. Their 
smell alone indicated the presence of prod- 
ucts of decomposition of bacteria, and they 
were actually found in large quantities, 
particularly in medullary cells which con- 
tain much starch. The conditions for the 
development of bacteria are as a rule, how- 
ever, much less favorable than those re- 
quired for the formation of mould or 
fungus. 

Where fungus forms in large quantities 
it will undoubtedly be found, if a close ex- 
amination be made, that gross carelessness 
or some error of treatment is the cause of

A very common occurrence with board 
which has been stacked up for any length 
of time, one, in fact, which is rarely quite 





absent, is the appearance of a soot-like 
growth, which often spreads in concentric 
rings, indicating periodical development. 

This fungus (stachybotrys atra), being a 
vegetating body, possesses aramified system 
of threads which spreads through the pulp 
and iscolorless. Only the fine, dark-colored 
stems, which carry the small black spores 
at their upper ends, project above the sur- 
face (Fig. 1). These stems and spores 
form a powder which intermixes with the 
pulp in the engine, but affects the color of 
the paper only if present in very large 
quantities. It also seems that the fibresare 
very little affected by the tender thread of 
the fungus wich surrounds them In 
short, this fungus is not the most danger- 
ous.

grinding, the traces which this fungus 
leaves in the finished paper are hardly per- 
ceptible. This fungus is therefore also 
only of minor importance. 

The most dangerous are undoubtedly 
those organisms which show their presence 
after a few weeks, especially in the sum- 
mer and autumn, by forming dark brown 
or green spots, which spread from a central 
point, originally perhaps not even visible 
and often imbedded deep down in the 
pulp, radiating from this centre in fine 
threads, extending in all directions and 
constantly growing, which explains the 
ever-increasing circumference of the spots. 

That these funguses have such a particu- 
larly injurious effect is due to the fact that 
they not only permeate the stuff put pene- 
trate the fibres themselves, and that there 





are usually very great quantities of them 
when they once make their appearance. 
This is all easily understood if we consider 
the way in which the germs of this exuber- 
ant fungus growth get into the stuff. 

To make a thorough study of this princi- 
pal destroyer of moist wood pulp therefore 
seemed to me the most important step. 
For this purpose I have not only made 
observations as to its occurrence, conditions 


of existence, and especially its propaga- 
tion, but have also made experiments in 
artificial propagation. The latter experi- 
ments also had the special purpose of test- 
ing the efficiency of the various mediums

which might possibly be employed to pre- 
serve the pulp by preventing the growth of 
the fungus. They are just as valuable in 
this case as similar experiments have 
proved in combating diseases of men 
which are caused by bacteria. By artificial 
cultivation it can be easily determined in 
three or four days whether the germs have 
retained their propagating power or not. 

First of all I shall acquaint the reader 
with the forms of this fungus, as discerned 
through the lens of the microscope, and 
then I shall discuss its occurrence in nature 
and the propagation of the germs in the 
pulp, and finally the conditions of its exist- 
ence, particularly the part which the water 
plays in its development. 

I will remark yet that in this case we have 
to deal only with a single species of fungus. 
There are numerous funguses known, it is 
true, which consist of similar dark thread- 
like members, but so far as my experience 
reaches the fungus in question is the only 
one bearing so characteristic a fruit, which, 


when found—and it is found here and there 
—causes it at once to be recognized. It will 
be seen later that there are numerous other 
reasons for the theory that the spots in the 
pulp of which I have spoken are caused by 
one single kind of fungus, and not by a 
group. To judge from its fruits, the fun- 
gus in question belongs to the group of 
pyrenomycetes, and is called by botanists 
the rhynchosphaeria. 

Two characteristic forms of growth of 
this fungus can be clearly distinguished. 

In the one case it forms dark spots, up 
to 1 centimeter (2-5 inch) in diameter, the 
centre of which 1s darkest. From this 
centre the brown or dark green, often 
much ramified threads radiate in all direc- 
tions (Fig. 3). The spots usually appear 
on the board at rather large, irregular in- 
tervals, although there are often a large 
number of them on one board. 

The other characteristic form of growth 
consists in the formation of an extraordi- 
narily large number of more or less dark 
gray, and very sharply defined spots, ad- 
joining each other closely and often ar- 
ranged in parallel lines. They are apt to 
cover whole sections of the board, like 
gray clouds, immediately after the same 
has been manufactured (Fig. 4). The 
clouds become more distinctly visible in 
the course of time. 

With regard to the distribution of the 
spots over the board it may be remarked 
that the same is in both cases very irregu- 
lar, for there are found large surfaces en- 
tirely free from spots, while adjoining them 
there are whole sections completely cover- 
ed withthem. I mention this because it is 
of in:portance in enabling us to judge of the 
manner of infection, regarding which en- 
tirely erroneous Opinions are held by many. 

Viewed under the microscope, we note 
certain deviations from the usual forms of 
the fungus, and these shall be described 
here at once.
